Victims of Famine. 


Peking. Jan. 28, —There has bean 


great distress in the province of Shan 
Si owing to the famine, and thousands 
have died. The court has ordered rice 
relief to be issued in large; quantities. 
A report reached the foreign envoys 
that native Christians, suffering from 
famine, 
were to be discriminated 


"against and to be punished if they even 
begged for food. Mr. Conger, Sir Er- 
nest M. Satow and M. Pinchon, the 
United States. British and Freiich min- 
isters, protested-to Prince Ching and 
ilti Hung- Chang against" such .discrim- 
ination, and the court • issued an edict 
ordering all relief officials'and "Chinese 
soldiers to treat Christians exactly the 
same as others throughout the empire 
under penalty of decapitation. The for- 
eign envoys consider this a most im- 
portant decree if it is carried out.

Cathedral Dedicated. 


• Covington, Ky., Jan. 28.—The new 
St. Mary's cathedral .was dedicated 
here. There was an ea.rly service in 
the old St. Mary's cathedral, after 
which the "imposing pilgrimage began 
toward the new cathedral. Archbishop 
Elder of Cincinnati dedicated the new 
cathedral, assisted by the hierarchy, 
clergy and seminarians. Bishop Maes

diocese celebrated the

mats, assisted by visiting' clergymen. 
Bishop Spaklins of Peoria preached 
the uedicatioa sermon. The musical 
program included the Cincinnati Sym- 
phony orchestra and a chorus of 300 
voices from Cincinnati,-Covington and 
Newport.

St. Johns, N. F., Jan. 2S.—The frozen 


herrins fishery in Placentino bay will 
be .a total failure. 
The prospects o f ] 


' loading the American fishing fleet have j 
been destroyed by the soft weather and 
by a succession of rainstorms. Very 
few Gloucester vessels have been able 
to secure cargoes, and these only by 
paying large figures. At the present 
time herring bring $4 a barrel, four 
times the usual price. American ship- j 
owners will lose heavily.

Rome, Jan. 28.—The session o£ the 


Italian senate was devoted to eulogies 
•of Verdi by the president of the senate 
and Signer Saracco, the premier. "The 
death of Verdi," said the premier, "has 
caused universal sorrow in Italy, a sor- 
tow felt from the royal palace to the '. 
lowliest cottage in the capital, and' 
from Rome to the humblest hamlet in 
the country.

Indianapolis, Jan. 28.—The demands 


to be made by the delegates to the 
national convention of the United Mine 
Workers of America at the joint con- 
ference with the delegates from the 
Interstate Operators' association, to be 
held in Columbus, O., this week, will 
Include, first, an absolute single stand- 
mrd or run-of-mine basis to cover the 
entire competitive field, composed of 
Indiana, Illinois. Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania. To this will be added a demand 
lor a general advance of 10 cents per 
ton over the present mine-run prices in 
the different districts. 


The tellers appointed to count the 


vote cast for national officers at the 
convention of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America have finished the can- 
vass of the ballots. President Mitchell, 
Vice President Lewis and Secretary- 
Treasurer Wilson were elected by a 
unanimous vote last Tuesday, and in- 
terest centered in the choice of the 
delegates for members of the national 
executive board. With one exception 
the old members have been re-elected.

that all men who have been at work 
in the mines that had granted the in- 
crease demanded by the strikers should 
quit work and remain out until a set- 
tlement is reached with the Northern 
Coal company and the increase de- 
manded is granted to all miners in the 
district. This will effect the most com- 
plete tie-up the district has ever ex- 
perienced.

Indeed there 
hare been enough nets out and enough 
fishermen busy to have landed the whole 
human race in the kingdom of God long 
before this. What is the matter? The 
gospel is all right, and it has been a good 
time for catching souls for thousands of 
years. Why, then, the failures?

trouble is vrith the nets, and most of 
them need to be mended. I propose to 
show vou what Is the matter.with most 
of tfi'e nets and hosr to mend th'em.- In 
the tert old Zebedee and his two boys, 
James and John, were doing a good thing 
when they; sat in the boat mending their 
nets.

The trouble with many of OUT nets is 


that the meshes.are too;large. If a Ssh 
can get his gills and half his body 
through the network, he tears and rends 
and works his way out, and. leaves the 
place through which he squirmed a tangle 
of broken threads. In our desire to make 
everything so easy we relax, we loosen, 
we widen. 
"We let men after they are 


once in the gospel net escape into the 
world, and go into indulgences and swim 
all around Galilee, from north side to 
south side, and from east side to west 


Hi spend our time In fishing instead of 
fighting. But it I angrily jerk mj net 
•cross yonr net, and you Jerk your net 
angrily across mine, we will soon have 
|wo broken nets and no fish. The French 
revoh-.Uoii nearly destroyed the :Freneh 
fisheries, and ecclesiastical war is the 
worst thing possible..'while.'hauling .souls 
Into the kinj-'dbm.'. My friends; I notice 
in the text that James, the son of Zebe- 
Jee. r.ud John, his brother, were busy not 
mending somebody'-else's nets, but mend- 
lux their own nets, and I rather think 
that 'we who are engaged in Christian 
work in this opening century will require 
all our spare timo to mend our owanets. 
God help us »n vhe important duty! 


In this work cf repair we need to put 


into the nets' inore threads of'common 
sense. Yi'heu we can present religion as 
a great practicality,we-will catch a hun- 
dred souls where' no\y we catch one. 
Present religion as an intellectuality and 
we will fail. Out, in the: fisheries there 
are set across the waters what are called 
gi!l nets, an 1" the fish put their heads, 
through the meshes and then cannot with- 
draw them, because, they, are caught by • 
'the gills. 'But gill,, nets ...cannot be,o£,any^ 
service in religious work. Men are never 
• caught for the truth by their heads; it is 
by the heart or not at all. No argument 
ever saved n man aud no keen analysis, 
'ever'brought a man into the kingdom of 
Ood. Heart work, not head work. Away 
with your gill nets' Sympathy, helpful- 
ness* congo!.-i;ion, love, are the names of 
some of tlie threads that we need to 
weav.^ >b t.-ur gospel nets when we are 
meuuing them.

Oh; this.important work of- mending 
our nets! If we could get our nets right, 
we would accomplish more in soul saving 
in the next year than we have in the last 
20 years. But where shall we get them 
mended? Just where old Zebedee and 
his two boy's mended their nets—where 
you are.. .James-and John had no time 
to go ashore. They were not fishing for 
fun, 
as you and I do in summer time. 


It was their livelihood and that of their 
families. They mended their nets where 
they were—in the ship. "Oh," says some 
one", "I mean to get iny, net mended, and 
I will go down to the public library and 
I will see what the scientists,say about 
evolution and about the 'survival of the 
fittest,' and I will read up what the the- 
ologians say about 'advanced thought.* 
I will leave the ship awhile, and I will go 
ashore and stay there till my net is merid- 
.ed." Do .thati; my; brother, and you will 
have no net left. Instead:of their help- 
ing you mend your net, they will steal 
the pieces that remain. Better stay in 
the gospel boat, where you have all the 
means for-mehding yoiir.net. What are 
• they? do you ask. I answer,, all you need 
you have where you are—namely, a Bible 
and a place to pray. The more you study 
evolution and adopt what is called ad- 
vanced thought, the more useless you 
will be. Stay in the ship and'mend your 
net. 
That isi where James, the son of 


Zebedee, .and John, his brother, staid. 
That is where all who get their nets 
mended stay. 


I notice that all who leave the gospel 


boat and go ashore to mend their nets 
stay there. Or if they try again to fish 
they do not-catch anything.- Get'out of 
the gospel boat and go up into the world 
to get yonr net mended, and you will live 
to see the'day when you will feel like the 
man who, having forsaken Christianity, 
sighed, "I would give a thousand pounds 
to feel as I did in 1S20." The time will 
conie when you would be willing to give 
a thousand pounds to feel as you did in 
1901. These men who have given up their 
religion cannot help you a bit. 


These dear brethren of all denomina- 


tions, afllicted with theological fidgets, 
had better go to mending nets instead of 
breaking them. .Before they break up 
the old religion and try to foist on us a 
new religion let them go through some
